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JERUSALEM (NJP) — The Jerusalem Post this week 
published Prime Minister Ben-Gurion’s “Credo of a Jew,” 
which the Prime Minister gave in an address to the Zionist 
General Council. 

Although the credo is too long to reprint in its entirety, 
The POST and OPINION feels that it is so meritorious in its 
substance that at least the major elements of it should be 
published here. Mr, Ben-Gurion said: 

“1 AM A JEW first, and an Israeli only afterwards, 
for in my conviction the State of Israel was created for 
and on behalf of the whole Jewish people, though from 
now on the future of the Jewish people depends on the sur- 
vival, growth and consolidation of the State, 

“The State does not represent the Jews who live in 
the Diaspora. Every Jew who lives abroad is a citizen 
of his country, doing his duty and entitled to his rights 
like any other citizen. But every Jew, wherever he may 
be, belongs to the Jewish people. There is a national unity 
of the Jews of the world—a unity based upon a common 
destiny, a great common historical heritage and common 
aspirations for the future. 

“WHAT HAS SECURED the survival of the Jewish 
people throughout the generations, and led to the creation 
of the State is the Messianic vision of the prophets of Is- 
rael, the vision of redemption for the Jewish people and 
for all humanity. The State of Israel is an instrument 
for the realization of this Messianic vision. 

“In the Diaspora the life of every Jew is characterized 
by an internal cleavage. As a citizen his life, in both its 
material and its cultural aspects, is lived among non-Jews; 
he is surrounded by a non- Jewish atmosphere, even if the 
environment is not hostile to the Jews. The economic and 
social pattern of his life is different from that of the peo- 
ple in whose midst he lives, while specifically Jewish life 
is limited to a narrow, modest corner, without roots in 
the surrounding reality. ° 

“It is only in Israel | that Jews are free as men and as 
Jews. Only in Israel does the Jew achieve spiritual integ- 
rity; only here can he be a Jew and a man naturally, with- 
out barriers or cleavages. 

“THE LAW OF THE RETURN is an expression of the 
supreme mission of the State of Israel: The ingathering 
of the exiles. The gates of the State are open to every 
Jew wherever he may be, and the moment a Jew comes 
to Israel and announces his intention to settle in it he 
immediately becomes a citizen with full rights and duties. 

‘The State makes no distinction between a Jew who 

came here only yesterday and one who has lived here all 
his life or whose family has been here for generations. All 
of them are equal in rights and duties. Nor is it right, 
in my opinion, to distinguish between those Jews abroad 
who have been helping the settlers to build the State for 
decades, and those who began to help only nine years ago 
or last year. ... 

“The Jewish people all over the world is the State of 
Israel’s foremost and most devoted ally, but the character 
of the State will be moulded only by those who build it 
and live in it. 

“Tt is inevitable that the Jews of Israel should be dif- 
ferent from the Jews of the Diaspora. The religious Jew 
here will be different from the religious Jew abroad, and 
the free-thinking Jew will be even more different from the 
Jewish free-thinker in the Diaspora. The more the State 
grows and the greater its independence, the wider will 
the difference’ be. 

“FOR THIS REASON the State, as the standard-bearer 
of the vision of redenmiption, and every Jew who is con- 
cerned for the future and the unity of the Jewish people, 
must endeavor to deepen the Jewish consciousness among 
the Jewish youth in Israel and abroad; to strerigthen 
their roots in the Jewish past and in their historic heri- 
tage; to intensify their attachment to the values ‘of Mes- 
sianie redemption; to consolidate the feeling of common 
destiny and continuity which unites the Jews of the whole 
world in all generations and in all places; and above all 
to insure Jewish education for the younger generation in 
the Diaspora; to bring about closer personal control be- 
tween Jews abroad and Israel, and to train Jewish youth 
in Israel and the Diaspora for bold pioneering enterprise 
that will implement in practice all the values of the vision 
of Messianic redemption.”

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US Aliya to Israel Not Important, 
High JNF Official Rosenblatt Says

“FEW AMERICANS, I feel, 
seem to be inspired to settle in 
Israel permanently for religious 
reasons, And many of them 
don’t feel the necessity for set- 
tling there.

A former president of the Jew- 
ish National Fund, Judge Rosen- 
blatt was quick to emphasixe 
the importance of American in- 
vestments in Israel—plus visits 
from technological experts. 

“And naturally, any American 
who wishes to settle in Israel 
will be welcomed there,” he add- 
ed, “but we really don’t expect 
a great wave of Aliyot from 
here.” 


HE STATED that the immi- 
gration of Jews from Poland 
was a major population factor 
in the month of May—and one 
that might continue.

US Pledges Money 


For Refugees 
WASHINGTON, D. C. (NJP) 
—The State Department this 
week revealed that mutual secur- 
ity funds in the amount of $763,- 
175 have been made available 
to “assist in moving 17,100 Jew- 
ish, Italian and Greek refugees 
who have left Egypt since No- 
vember, 1956, to permanent 
homes elsewhere. .. .” Of this 
number, 12,000 are Jewish and 
most of these are stateless. 
MANY OF THE thousands 
fleeing Egypt to escape persecu- 
tion are temporarily finding re- 
fuge in Greece, Italy and France, 
thus adding to the “already 
heavy refugee problems of these 
countries.” 
Despite the fact that this mass 
exodus from Egypt is going on 
and is expected to continue 
through this year and possibly 
next, the administration does 
not intend to use the parole 
provision of the present immi- 
gration law by which thousands 
of Hungarian refugees were 
brought into this country.

Who's on First, or Something 





BROOKLYN POLICE DEPARTMENT 


BROOKLYN, N. Y. (NJP) — Like the guy said, it could 
only happen in Brooklyn. Or, like the other guy said, what’s 
in a name? This is by way of preamble to Brooklyn’s “Comedy 
of Errors,” with apologies to Willie Shakepeare. 

Nobody was more confused here last week than a quar- 
tet of Cohens (not Cohanim). Unless it was the cops. 

HERE’S WHAT CAUSED the mixup: .-One Cohen tried to 
bail a second Cohen (his brother) out of jail. Instead, a 
third Cohen got out—hitching a ride with the bailing brother 
—and a fourth Cohen, who didn’t even know the other three, 
was almost arrested in lieu of Cohen No. 3—and capped the 
comedy of errors by tossing two cops out of his apartment, 

Emanuel Cohen of 32-35 E. 88th St., Jackson Heights, went 
to Brooklyn’s Raymond Street jail to post $500 in cash ag 
bail for his brother, Sol. Instead, a convict named Myron 
Cohen got out on the bail as the officers only sought to re- 
lease “Cohen” rather than any specific Cohen, 

Myron Cohen has been behind bars for 27 of his 51 years, 
When signing out of jail he chose an address at random. When 
he was freed, the jailer told him he could talk to his “brother,” 
indicating Emanuel, who was starting to go out the door, tired 
of waiting for his brother. Myron walked up to Emanuel, 
asked him for a lift to the subway. Emanuel gave him the 
lift, and asked about his brother, Sol. “Oh, they took him to 
Kings County Hospital,” said Myron, as he got out of the car, 

Emanuel rushed to the hospital, couldn’t find any Sol 
Cohen. He telephoned the police and found the mistake. Two 
officers went to the address Myron Cohen had given (there 
are almost 5,000 Cohens listed in the Brooklyn directory) and 
found a Samuel Cohen, 47, a house painter, watching Tv, 
Thinking is was a practical joke, Samuel threw the officers 
out the door and called police. 

About a dozen officers arrived. They finally determined 
that Samuel wasn’t the Cohen they wanted. They then re- 
leased Sol Cohen on the bail that Emanuel had posted and 
Myron had used to exit. 

And an alarm went out over 16 states for “Myron Cohen, 
an escapee (bailed in error).” 

(A ridiculous aftermath to the affair came the following 
day when Solomon Cohen was arrested on the subway after 
another patron, who saw their pictures in the paper, thought 
Solomon was Myron. He wasn't, but it took a few tense mo- 
ments before he could prove it.)

Library for Blind 
In Israel Needs Aid

NATANYA — TRACHOMA, dread disease of the eyes, has 
practically been eliminated in Israel, and cases of blindness due 


to this cause are already extremely rare. Industrial accidents oc- 


casionally cause loss of eyesight, but a national safety campaign 
is cutting down this factor in sightlessness. Wars are always 
responsible for more tragic cases, but only one instance of blind- 
ness is known to have resulted from the ‘recent 
Sinai campaign, 

Yet the number of blind in Israel is esti- 
mated at about 2,500. Most of these are rela- 
tively recent arrivals to the country, many of 
them from Middle Eastern lands where they 
shared the primitive conditions of their Arab 
neighbors. These people constitute an important 
social problem for the state, and various at- 
tempis are being made to rehabilitate them, 
vocationally and spiritually, and make of them 
productive, self-sufficient citizens.

of interested women began to _ transcribe books into Hebrew 
Braille, conscious of the lack of such literature in Israel. Over 
the years the library had grown to 1,000 volumes, ‘and quite aside 
from patrons who come to the library to obtain their books, there 
is a flourishing “business” via the mails, as blind readers all 
over Israel order and return their Braille books via Israel post— 
postage completely free both ways, courtesy of the post office. 

Though the American Foundation for the Blind provides 
paper, equipment and some other help, the local organization has 


no overseas fund-raising apparatus, no society of friends in 
America, no campaigns for help. Almost the entire burden of 


maintaining the library, as well as the affiliated training schools 
and dormitories, has fallen upon the shoulders of the women 
volunteers in Israel. They raise the needed funds, they sit for 
weary hours transcribing new books, they worry about the bills, 
the mounting demand for literature, the need for new premises 
and again more books. 


THE PROJECT filled all the specifications we had in mind 
when we came to visit it with Rabbi Fischel Goldfeder of Cin- 
cinnati, and on the spot we completed arrangements for the setting 
up of a Reading Corner in memory of the late Bertha Feinberg 
Abrams of Cincinnati. Bertsie was known to almost everybody 
in Cincinnati, not only as the daughter of the late Rabbi Louis 
Feinberg, but as a sweet and friendly human being. She had 
early taken an interest in problems of the blind, had studied for 
the profession, and had become a teacher of the blind at Perkins 
Institute. Death took her at an early age, and her friends have 
been seeking some way of presérving. her memory in a manner 
which will help both the blind and Israel—to both of which she 
was attached. 

The memorial fund raised upon the initiative of Rabbi Simcha 
Kling of Greensboro, North Carolina, will give the Central Li- 
brary for the Blind at Natanya its first opportunity to expand— 
to take another room—to provide more bookcases, furniture, 
equipment, Splendid co-operation’ has been received from Beth 
Hechalutzot in Natanya, where the Library is now housed, but the 
new structure being constructed nearby with funds from the 
Ministry 9f Welfare will give the Library even more room, and 
the Bertha Feinberg Abrams Corner will, within the year, be 
transferred there, 


“NOW THAT WE SHALL have room, we can dare have more 
books transcribed,” Mrs. Chaya Boehm, volunteer directress of 
the library told me. The demands are for children’s literature—

‘CAMPAGNIA EBRAICA’ HEADED BY WOMAN 





Jewish “Carabinieri’ Hunt Down Nazis Hiding i in Italy 


By DAVID BEN M. BLIGH 
ROME (NJP)—Nazi war crim- 
jnals hiding in Italy, are being 
younded up by a complete Jew- 
ish platoon of Italian secret po- 
lice — formed and led by a 
woman. 
P Dr. Lidya 
Torabin - Of- 
ratti, chief 
pathologist of 
the criminal 
inve stigation 
department of 
the Naples city 
police, and the 
sole woman in 
the entire Ital- 





Lidya 
jan police force, heads the “Cam- 


pagnia Ebraica,” which has nab- 
bed nearly 1,000 “disguised” 
Nazis to date. 


DR. TORABIN-OFRATTI first 
presented her complete plan to 
the Italian Ministry of Justice 
in 1946, but it was rejected be- 
eause of lack of finances. She 
then approached several leading 
personalities in vain. Eventually 
she gained the support of Mar- 
chese Vittorio deCiguerra, head 
of the Detective Training Cen- 
jer in Turin. 

He agreed to undertake, with- 
in the bounds of his center, the 
training of a special unit for de- 
tection of Nazis—if Dr. Torabin- 
Ofratti managed to find the 
suitable recruits. 

A year elapsed in persistent 
search and appeals to various 
institutions and Jewish groups 
and circles. It involved a vast 
correspondence and considerable 
expenses. Dr. Torabin - Ofratti 
covered it all by herself. 

On May 27, 1948, a complete 


platoon of 42 Jewish cops, a 
sergeant and one lieutenant, re- 
ceived their detective - graduate 


certificates and police cards. 


EAGERLY they went to work. 
At the end of 1949 their record 
bore the names of 118 tried and 
sentenced Nazis and their col- 
laborators—among them Gaulei- 
jer Enrico Villini - Kruger, a 
“Volk sdeutscher,” responsible 
for the death of 4,000 Italian 
Jews and many non-Jewish Ital- 
jans. He was arrested in a villa 
near Milan where he lived as a 
Spaniard under the name of 
Markiz Giotano Armandarez. 

The year 1950 and 1951 brought 
little success, mainly due to the 
lack of financial facilities and 
the improved disguise of the re- 
maining war criminals. 

In 1952, however, a stroke of 
luck Jed one of the constantly 
watchful constables onto the 
track of a suspicious looking ex- 
port-import businessman from 
Argentine who had invested con- 
siderable amounts of money in 
ltaly and had settled down there. 


IT TOOK A WHOLE YEAR 
io collect sufficient evidence to 
justify his arrest on Italian soil, 
and apart from conducting the 
whole operation with utmost 
care in order not to provoke the 
ever - watchful German’s_ suspi- 
cion, it was necessary to gather 
convincing evidence concerning 
his false Argentinean citizenship, 
in order to avoid possible con- 
fiicts in Italo-Argentine relations, 
because there was no doubt that 
the Argentine authorities would 
intervene in favor of their “citi- 
zen.” 

Furthermore, the investigation 
and the suspect’s arrest led to 
an ex-Nazi booty. The valuables 
were estimated at $1,400,000. It 

as never discovered who the 
original owners of these riches 


shot to death in his attempt to 
escape. ° 


THE BOOTY was _ submitted 
to the Italian treasury and the 
platoon rewarded with consid- 
erable financial allowances for 
its operations which have been 


extended to overseas duties, thus 
granting it recognition as a 
special department of the Ital- 
ian CID, and authorizing the 
Campagnia Ebraica to avail it- 
self of the services of the inter- 
national police network. 

Another achievement of the 
special platoon was the deten- 
tion of ex-General Wilhelm von 
Eidenberg, former commander 
of Hitler’s 3d “Freiheit” army— 
who lived in Rome as a “retired 
member of Austrian aristocracy.” 
He was escorted to Berlin, tried 
there on six various charges and 
sentenced to 15 years’ imprison- 
ment, 

Though it is one of the most 
celebrated units of the Italian 
police — the Campagnia Ebraica 
complies, like any ordinary pla- 
toon, with all rules and regula- 
tions of the force. 


THE CONSTABLES must be 
a minimum of five feet tall, and 
in accordance with one of the 


regulations issued in 1812, which 
has not yet been abolished, they 


must be “handsome to suit the 
parades and the court.” The 
Campagnia Ebraica does not 


really “suit the parades and the 


court,” but its members are 
handsome, all right. 
Furthermore, they have the 


choice to become officers, or to 
resign, if they want to get mar- 
ried, because the Italian emer- 
gency law, authorizing the main- 
tenance of a police force de- 
mands that “every member be- 
low officer’s rank be a bachelor.” 
So, with plans as romantic as 
an Italian heart can only bear 
and with deep sighs —the con- 
stables remain devoted to their 
bachelorship. 


THE MOST faseinating fea- 
ture of the Campagnia Ebraica, 
however, it its Jewishness. 
Never for a moment do its 
members forget who they are, 
although, due to the nature of 
their duty, they often cannot re- 
veal it. 

But once a week they relax. 
This is their only special privil- 
ege: While all the force cele- 
brates week ends on Saturday 
afternoons and on Sundays, the 
Jewish platoon celebrates them 
on Friday afternoons and on 
Saturdays. 

It is a gay affair. The con- 
stables change from stern-faced 
civilians into smartly uniformed 
cops and march to the Naples 
synagogue for a collective Fri- 
day night prayer. 


RABBI CADARES of the 
Naples Jewish community says: 
“When I first saw the blue uni- 
forms invading the synagogue I 
was deeply annoyed and was 


my and everybody’s astonish- 
ment—ALL the policemen drew 
‘sidurim’ from their pockets 
and fell in with the prayer. It 
was one of the most astonishing 
and most pleasant events the 
community remembers.” 

The means. and methods of 
the platoon’s procedures and its 
sources of information are kept 
top secret. But its efficiency is 
proved by its records. Up to No- 
vember, 1956, the closed, com-

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REFORM BODY ERRS 


THERE MAY BE organizational reasons with which 
we are unfamiliar why the executive board of the Cen- 
tral Conference of American Rabbis would oppose holding 
of dual membership by any Reform Rabbi both in the 
CCAR and the Rabbinical Assembly, the counterpart Con- 
servative Rabbinical group. 

But unless the practice were to become widespread, 
and we hardly see how that could come about at this time, 
we think the CCAR is not acting wisely in barring Rabbi 
Stephen S. Schwarzchild from holding membership both 
in the CCAR and the RA. 

If and when the time came, and this may eventuate, 
when Reform and Conservatism merge, then certainly 
Rabbi Schwarzchild’s prescience will have been vindicated. 


BUT THAT is an eventuality which none or hardly 
any of the rabbis now living will live to witness. In 
American Jewish life, organizations do not give up their 
identity, even years past the time when their program has 
long disappeared. 

Dr. Israel Bettan, president of the CCAR, in his presi- 
dential message to the recent convention of the CCAR 
urged more co-operation between the two wings of Juda- 
ism. Rabbi Schwarzchild may be going a step beyond 
that, but what the executive board of the CCAR would 
do in ousting him from membership in the CCAR is a 
negation of too many things which Liberal Judaism es- 
pouses. 


HOW TO ACHIEVE IT 


WE DON’T KNOW what will happen to the proposal 
of the West Coast Conservative Rabbinate requiring bar 
and bat mitzva candidates to continue their Jewish edu- 
cation until 16 years of age. But we’re all for the proposi- 
tion. It needs no elaboration here that during the years 
when the young Jewish mind is at its best from the stand- 
point of acquiring information and attitudes, in the present 
set-up, except in the cases of Confirmation classes, our 
youth receives no Jewish instruction. 

In our experience with young people, we notice that 
they do not complain when everyone else is in the same 
boat. Their shrillest objections arise when they are made 
to do something which other Jewish children escape. 

This means that the rabbis will succeed in their new 
project only if they are firm in enforcing this proposed 
three-year extension of Jewish education. 


A SYMPTOM OF DEEPER ILLS 


THE COMPLAINT voiced by Rabbi Samuel Mayer- 
berg, of Kansas City, at the recent convention of Reform 
Rabbis to the effect that places on temple boards are filled 
usually with an eye to the requirement of economic power, 
is most certainly valid. 

Like the other ills which afflict Jewish life in mid- 
century United States, such as improper allocation of 
funds, lack of democracy in Jewish community manage- 
ment, and others which any intelligent observer can list 
almost ad infinitum, what Rabbi Mayerberg complains of 
is only a symptom of the underlying illness, 

The Jewish community needs self-respect and dignity, 
and the Jew needs security in the spiritual field in the 
United States in the same way he has won security in the 
economic field. And he needs pride. 

Gradually he is putting his house in order. First 
things are slowly being given first consideration, and as 
the Jew gains maturity, hypocrisy and dishonesty will be 
squeezed out. ‘The community will find that almost over- 
night it has become positive and creative. 


IN THAT DAY, Rabbi Mayerberg, the temple boards 
will be made up of the spiritual leadership of the com- 
munity, acquisition of worldly goods notwithstanding. 
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WHEN ALEX MILLER, one of the key 
Anti-Defamation League officials charged that 
some Northern Jewish leaders who berate 
the South’s Jews for their cowardly stand on 
desegregation are among the first to flee 
their neighborhoods when Negroes move in, 
he was only stating a Talmudic principle. 

The principle is that one should not 
criticize until he is in the same shoes as the 
person he is condemning. 

MR. MILLER recommends an educational 
job among Northern Jews. We politely sug- 
gest that this job can wait. The urgent job 
is to show Southern Jews how they insulate 
themselves from anti-Semitism only by fight- 
ing for the Negro’s rights to equality. If the 
Jew believes he can gain protection from the 
ruling white class by siding with them, and 
their prejudices, while permitting the Negro 
to fend for himself, he is wrong. 

THE FACTS of the situation are not un- 
known to POST and OPINION readers. The 
Jew in the South is largely the middle man, 
and as such he is in a vulnerable position. If 
his understanding of Jewish precepts moves 
him to favor desegregation, he must not per- 
mit these views. to be made public. That is 
why he implores, as Mr. Miller stated, the 
ADL and other national Jewish organizations 
not to take a public stand on the issue. 

BUT WE'RE not ready to write off South- 
ern Jewry with the facility that some seem 
to be willing. 

We believe that Jewish precepts will fin- 
ally win out, and the South’s Jews, rabbis and 
lay leaders alike, will take their place by the 
side of those who seek equality and justice 
for the Negro. 

THESE THINGS can’t be done overnight. 
The Southern Jew needs to sense what is 
right, and he needs to gather courage. But 
in due time, he will state his case clearly 
and unequivocally and we have no fear that 
he will do other than the right thing.

THE INCIDENT reported in last week’s 
POST and OPINION involving our rotund 


friend, Rabbi Yaakov Rosenberg, recalls a 
similar incident that happened to us more 
than 15 years ago—and also in Florida. 

We were spending a few day at Clear- 
water Beach and drove over to the golf club 
to play. The caddy had already taken our 
clubs out of the car, when we went inside the 
clubhouse to sign up. Over the desk was a 
large sign: “Jews not permitted to play from 
— to —.” The attendant said it was all right 
for us to-play—the course was practically 
empty anyway—but we drove off out of self 
respect. 

On up the West Coast we went. At the 
golf course in the next town, there was a 
sign on the outside banning Jews. We -finally 
ended up, as I remember, at Reddington 
Beach, where there were no restrictions.

WE THINK there is nothing lovelier than 
the custom of sending New Year cards for 
the High Holy Days, and often we consider, 
although briefly, the possibility that we should 
not permit families to place greetings in our 
New Year editions so that they then would 
be forced to send out cards. Yet on further 
consideration, we realize that most would just 
ignore the praiseworthy custom altogether. 

But what we do.object to, and almost 
bitterly, is the practice of a certain Cleve- 
land Jewish organization which sends out a 
batch of New Year cards to Jewish mailing 
lists, unsolicited, and then expects you to 
send. them a check. : 

This is not a practice limited to Jewish 
organizations, for as I recall the AMVETS 
do it annually with miniature license plates 
to fit on your key ring. And, also, last year, 
some Jewish organizations did it with pencils. 

The cards are done exquisitely, and in 
delicate coloring, and as indicated we approve 
most heartily of the custom. Our objection 
is to the method used. Next year we sug- 
gest just oné additional note to their written 
appeal, which would remove any criticism of 
the practice. That would be to the effect that 
the cards may be returned in the enclosed 
envelope without charge.

Converting Blood Revenge 
Into Compassion

THE CONCLUDING Sedra of the Book 
of Numbers records in meticulous detail the 
many stages of the wilderness journey of the 
Children of Israel. Many of the. names of 
places mentioned are no longer extant, but 
it may very well be that archaeologists may 
still uncover them. What- 
ever they might find, they 
will not find the profound 
nostalgic emotions with 
which Moses and Aaron 
must have reviewed these 
40; eventful, crisis - filled 
years. Zalmonath, Punon, 
Oboth, Ije-Abarim, Dibon- 
gad, Almon-diblathaim, Beth- 

a jeshimoth, Abel-shittim were 
Weinstein all stages of the cross for 
Moses; for he bore the stiff-necked rancor, 
the thorny criticism, the constant murmur- 
ings, the obstreperous rebellions upon his 
broad shoulders and he, with more reason 
than a later “King of the Jews,” could have 
moaned to his Heavenly Father: “Why hast 
Thou forsaken me?” 

THE STAGE is set for the great book of 
conclusions, reviews, repetitions and sum- 
maries which is the fifth book of the Torah. 
But not before provision is made for six 
Cities of Refuge, to which those guilty of 
involuntary manslaughter may flee the 
“Avenger of Blood’—the victim’s nearest of 
kin—-who, according to the tribal mores of 
the time, was duty bound to shed blood for 
blood. This provision of six Levitical Cities 
to be set aside as places of refuge constitutes 
a high water mark in the evolution of Judaic 
ethics and furnishes another instance in which 
the morality of the Hebrews proved far more 
humane than that of the Canaanites, the 
Babylonians and the Assyrians. 

THE DISTINCTION here created between 
voluntary, premeditated, cold-blooded murder 
and involuntary, accidental, unplanned murder 
is now taken for granted as part of every 
civilized legal code. 

MOSES, HOWEVER, had to battle a 
strongly intrenched primitive. belief that the 
resident djins and local spirits had to be 
satisfied on a strict quid pro quo basis—blood 


for blood. Running through all the primitive 
codes of the Eastern world was the rooted 
dogma that the whole community would be 
fatally cursed if a shedding of any man’s 
blood was not requited by an equal shedding 
of blood. The designated Avenger of Blood 
was known as goel, or redeemer—that is, he 
redeemed the tribe from the fearful con- 
sequences of unrevenged killing. 

THE HEBREW genius is seen in its most 
creative mood when this primitive bookkeep- 
ing is converted, turned on-its head and 
transmuted into a humane provision for the 
protection of those through whom death has 
accidentally been brought about. “So ye 
shall not pollute the land wherein ye are;.for 
blood it polluteth the land; for no expiatidn 
can be made for the land for the blood that 
is shed therein, but by the blood of him that 
shed it. And thou shalt not defile the land 
which ye inhabit,{in the midst of which I 
dwell; for I the Lord dwell in the midst of 
the Children of Israel.” 

POLLUTION of the land is made a con- 
sequence of killing an involuntary killer, a 
state which is incongruous with the in-dwell- 
ing presence (the Shechinah) of God. Just 
as the religious genius of the Jew converted 
animistic spirits into the One Great Spirit, the 
immolation of children into circumcision, the 
Babylonian Tabu into the Shabbat; so was 
tribal blood revenge converted into a system 
of commisseration and compassion. But the 
provision insists that the involuntary killer 
remain in the City of Refuge until the death 
of the High Priest, at which time he could 
return to his community without fear of re- 
prisal. 

WHY, ASKS THE Commentary, must he 
wait until the death of the High Priest? One 
answer: Because then the péople will be in 
such grief that no thought of revenge could 
enter their minds. Another answer: That 
there be a reason for rejoicing in the death 
of a High Priest whose prayers were unable 
to prevent even accidental killing. Is it any 
wonder that the psychoanalytic discipline 
which prebes the subtle caverns of the con- 
sciousness should have come from stich & 
people.and such a tradition?

Z0A Official Denies He’s 
On Israel Zionist Payroll 


e Editor, Jewish POST and OPINION: 

On July 5 you published on 
Page 2, under a New York date- 
line, a news item in which you 
quoted a letter published in the 
Jerusalem Post in Israel by their 
New York correspondent, Mr. 
Jesse Zel Lurie. 

Accusing the ZOA in a tie-up 
with the General Zionists of Is- 
rael, and in a frantic search for 
reasons to justify the forma- 
tion of the so-called American 
Jewish League for Israel, Mr. 
Lurie invented one by saying 
that I, being the assistant exec- 
utive director of the ZOA, was 
also an emissary of the Israel 
General Zionist Party. 

THIS STATEMENT of his is, 
of course, not true, and Mr. Lu- 
rie himself was compelled to 
withdraw it, subsequent to a de- 
nial from Joseph Tamir, secre- 
tary general of the General Zi- 
onists Organization in Israel. 
Had Mr. Lurie stopped at this 
point, the matter would have 
been closed, but he apparently 
decideqg not to give in, and in 
order to prove he was right, he 
replied to Mr. Tamir’s letter, 
published in the Jerusalem Post, 
with an explanation that al- 
though I was not an emissary, 
I “have acted and continue to 
act as the representative of the 
General Zionist Party of Israel,” 
and to substantiate his state- 
ment, he lent his own peculiar 
interpretation to a number of 
facts about which he seems to 
have very little knowledge. 

As assistant executive direc- 
tor of the ZOA, I am responsi- 
ble for a number of depart- 
ments, and one of them is the 
World Zionist Affairs Depart- 
ment dealing with relations be- 
tween the ZOA and the World 
Zionist Organization, the World 
Confederation of General Zion- 
ists, General Zionist organiza- 
tions abroad, including Israel, 
the dissemination and exchange 
of information on World Zionist 
and General Zionist affairs, etc. 

IN ORDER to show that I do 
represent the Israel General Zi- 
onist Party in America, Mr. Lu- 
rie mentions that the Israel Gen- 
eral Zionist periodical, “Mibayit 
Umihutz,” is mailed in the U.S. 
over my signature. Well, for a 
number of yéars now the ZOA 
has been distributing among its 
leaders various General Zionist 
periodicals publisheq abroad, 
among them “Mibayit Umihutz” 
and others like for instance the 
“Zionist Mirror,” organ of the 
General Zionists in South Afri- 
ca, as well as publications is- 
sued by the Jerusalem Execu- 
tive of the World Zionist Or- 
ganization. All of them, mailed 
by our World Zionist Affairs 
Department, are usually accom- 
panied by letters over my sig- 
nature, but this has not made 
me yet either representative of 
the South African General Zi- 
onists in America, or of the Ex- 
ecutive of the World Zionist Or- 
ganization or of the Israel Gen- 
eral Zionists. 

Another instance cited by Mr. 
Lurie to prove his contention, 
is not less amusing. He claims 
that seven years ago, in 1950, 
Mr. M. Rivlin, a New York Yid- 
dish journalist, was liaison offi- 
cer for the Israel General Zion- 
ists in America, who a year lat- 
er received a letter from the 
Israel General Zionists Organi- 
zation asking him to work un- 
der me. 

Mr. Rivlin was doing press 


eral Zionists at that time, and 
like other press representatives 
of foreign General Zionist or- 
ganizations, he was asked to 
keep in touch and to co-operate 
with me as did the others, which 
has been the normal procedure 
in providing and exchanging in- 
formation and material for the 
press, on General Zionist affairs 
in America and elsewhere. But 
never was I formally or infor- 
mally appointed as a represent- 
ative of the Israel General Zi- 
onist Party in America. 


THE THIRD and last argu- 
ment of Mr. Lurie is that I was 
a delegate to the last Zionist 
Congress in April, 1956, and I 
got my mandate on the ticket 
of the Israel General Zionists. 
Since the establishment of the 
World Zionist Organization 60 
years ago, it has been common 
practice for Zionist leaders in 
various countries to get Con- 
gress mandates on tickets of 
like-minded organizations In oth- 
er countries, 

I say all this not because I 
consider the position of a “rep- 
resentative’ or “emissary” or 
for the same reason of a “liaison 
officer” of the Israel General 
Zionists in America to be dis- 
crediting either to me or to any- 
body else. Quite to the contrary, 
had I held such an office in- 
stead of being the assistant ex- 
ecutive director of the ZOA, or 
tke two offices simultaneously, 
I certainly would have had no 
reason for hiding it, but would 
have considered it an honor. 

If I deem it my duty to write 
this letter, it is because of Mr. 
Lurie’s irresponsible statements 
in which he clearly says that I 
as a liaison officer, which I 
never was, am doing “nine- 
tenths” of my job “beneath the 
surface,” thereby implying that 
I hold my present position in 
the organization as a subterfuge 
for other invisible attivities that 
I allegedly conduct behind the 
scenes.

Judge 


Bans Mixed Seating 
At Orthodox Shul 


By HERMAN DREZINSKI 


NEW ORLEANS, La. (NJP)—Judge Frank J. Stich of Civil 


District Court—a Lutheran—has 


issued a preliminary injunction 


prohibiting mixed or family seating at Chevra Thilim Synagogue. 
Robert Weinstein, attorney for the supporters of mes seat- 
ing, said his group plans an appeal. 


THE JUDGE “Mm his decision 
ruled that he had jurisdiction in 
the case even though it is an 
ecclesiastical matter, because a 
trust and donation, a civil right, 
is at issue. He citeq a U. S. Su- 
preme Court decision to support 
this ruling. 

The judge pointed out that the 
eongregation was organized for 
the worship of God according to 
the Orthodox Polish Jewish rit- 
ual, and that subsequent dona- 
tions to the synagogue were 
made on condition that the Or- 
thodox ritual be used. He said 
that mixed seating violates that 
ritual, 

He saiq the donation made by 
Benjamin Rosenberg, a member 
of Chevra Thilim Congregation, 
Aug. 12, 1915, stipulated that 
the building be used for Ortho- 
dox services and that in the event 
of a new building the same serv- 
ices should be maintained. 

Judge Stich ruled that when 
the congregation decided April 
12, 1943, to build the present 
structure on South Claiborne 
Ave. it accepted the wishes of do- 
nors who stipulateqd also that 
the Orthodox services be main- 
tained. 

But, continued the judge, the 
board of directors January 9, 
1957, authorized the institution 
of family or mixed seating, by 
an amendment of the charter, 


THE JUDGE said that the 
charter may be amended only 
by a vote of two-thirds of the 
members, and that two-thirds of 
the eligible voters of the syna- 
gogue failed to approve the 
amendment, 

The judge then took up the 
question of whether mixed seat- 
ing’ violates the Orthodox ritual 
as prescribed in the donations 
and charter. 

He said, “Plaintiff (the op- 
ponents of mixed seating) pro- 
duced four Orthodox rabbis, who 
are all outstanding scholars and 
authorities ‘on Judaism, being 
Rabbi Solomon J. Sharfman of 
Brooklyn, N. Y., president of the 
Rabbinical Council of America; 
Rabbi David Hollander of Bronx, 
N. Y., past president of the Rab- 
binical Council of America; Rab-

as to what is the proper type 
or kind of separation or mehitza, 
and therefore Orthodox Jewish 
rabbis are not in complete agree- 
ment as to what is a proper 
separation or mehitza. Some find 
one type of separation accept- 
able, but all Orthodox rabbis, 
both in the United States and 
abroad, are in agreement that 
there must be some type of sep- 
aration between the men and 
the women in an Orthodox Jew- 
ish synagogue. If men and wo- 
men are seated together side by 
side in a synagogue, that syna- 
gogue has no separation of any 
kind and therefore such a syna- 
lacks the necessary sanctity, 
called kedusha, and is not an 
Orthodox Jewish synagogue.” 

He said that, besides the ex- 
perts, affidavits from 75 rabbis 
corroborated this statement. He 
pointed out that the chief rabbi 
of Israel, Rabbi Isaac Halevi 
Herzog, and the chief rabbi of 
the British Commonwealth of Na. 
tions also said that mixed seat- 
ing is contrary to Orthodox cus- 
toms. 


RABBI HERGOZ said, “the 
separation of men and women 
in a synagogue durirtg worship 
is an essential tenet of the Jew- 
ish religion.” 

The judge quoted the British 
rabbi as saying that the “sitting 
together of men and women 
during divine service in a syna- 
gogue is contrary to the Jewish 
religious law.” 

The judge then examined the 
testimony of two witnesses pro- 
duced by the faction favoring 
mixed seating — Rabbi David 
Aronson of Minneapolis, Minn., 
and Rabbi Jacob Agus of Baliti- 
more, Md. He said these were 
Conservative Jewish rabbis. The 
judge said their testimony 
showed “that while they do not 
agree with the strict orthodox in- 
terpretation of the Jewish law, 
scriptures and text they do agree 
that under the strict Jewish or- 
thodox law ... men and women 
are forbidden to sit together 
without a separation in an Or- 
thodox Jewish synagogue.” 


STICH ALSO took up the con- 
tention of the mixed seating ad- 
vocates that their rule allowing 
men and women to sit side by 
side is no departure from the 
custom which previously existed 
in the synagogue. The advocates 
of mixed seating said that men 
and women have been seated in 
different sections separated only 
by four feet, and this is no 
separation of the sexes. 

But the judge ruled that this 
was a separation and that a sep- 
aration of sexes has existed at 
the synagogue since its founding 
in- 1887. ‘

Bulgaria Move

NEW YORK (NJP)—Informed 
sources here expressed anxiety 
this week over the report Bul- 
garia has halted emigration to 
Israel. 

IT IS FEARED this may her- 
ald Soviet pressure on Poland 
and Hungary to also block emi- 
gration in response to Arab de- 
mands, 

The report originated from 
Bulgaria’s Chief Rabbi, on a 
visit to Israel. He said in Tel 
Aviv that the Bulgarian govern- 
ment has halted granting immi- 
gration visas, although visas for 
tourism are still permitted. 

Effim Kresteff, executive of- 
ficer Free Hungarian Commit- 
tee, told ‘The POST and OPIN- 
ION Bulgarian Communist gov- 
ernment would not be free to 
change policy without tactic con- 
sent or instruction from Moscow. 

AN ISRAEL GOVERNMENT 
spokesman said Arab agitation 
against immigration is rapidly 
increasing, and that Khrushev 
recently admitted he looks for- 
ward favorably to ending of 
Jewish emigration. 

Possibility exists that the Bul- 
garian move is first implementa- 
tion of new _  anti-immigration 
decrees in the Soviet orbit.

Oil Companies’ Pull-Out 
LONDON (NJP)—THE BRIT- 


ISH GOVERNMENT has _indi- 
cated it will not intervene in the 
decision of Shell Oil and British 
Petroleum to pull out of Israel 
under Arab pressure, 

A Foreign Office spokesman 
said the government, which 
holds 56 per cent of the British 
Petroleum voting stock, did not 
interfere with the “day-to-day 
commercial operation of the 
company,” nor in its commer- 
cial decisions. 

Both companies told Israel 
they were under severe pres- 


sure from Arab countries to 


drop their Israeli operations. 
Their decision is widely re- 
garded as a political one, the 
London Jewish Chronicle said 
this week. 

THE LONDON TIMES called 
the decision “profoundly  dis- 
quieting.” Three _ prominent 
British political leaders wrote a 
letter of protest to the Times on 
the companies’ decision. They 
were Herbert Morrison, ex-Lab- 
our party Foreign Secretary, 
Walter Elliot, veteran Conserva- 
tive party leader, and Clement 
Davies, former Minister of 
Health, and former leader of the 
Liberal party.

.NEW YORK (NJP)—The open rupture in world Zionist 
relations was confirmed here to The POST and OPINION by

General Zionists Break Up 
Over Political Party Ties 


JERUSALEM (NJP) — THE WORLD CONFEDERATION of 
General Zionists split this week on the issue of identification with 
Israel political parties, paving the way for two new world Zionist 
organizations, the Jerusalem Post reported. 

Israel’s General Zionist party, the Zionist Organization of 


America, and other groups af- 
filiated with the General Zion- 
ist Party in the Diaspora, will 
probably set up a new world 
group. They comprise about 
half of the present Confedera- 
tion. 

The other. groups—which were 
opposed identification with 
the GZ party — will remain in 
the present organization. It in- 
cludes Hadassah, and ZO units 
in Canada, Mexico, Argentina 
and Europe. A _ statement on 
behalf of the group was issued 
by Mrs. Rose Halprin of New 
York, former president of Ha- 
dassah and now acting clHair- 
man of the Jewish Agency ex- 
ecutive in New York. 

Mrs. Halprin said that only 
Zionist organizations in the 
Diaspora not affiliated with 
parties in Israel can join the 
Confederation. The Progressive 
Party, which was a member of 
the Confederation, will remain 
aloof from both organizations. 

Mrs. Halprin declared the Con- 
federation had been inoperative 
since the Zionist Congress ended

ZIONISTS TO 
REORGANIZE 


JERUSALEM (NJP) — 
Complete reorganization of 
the Zionist movement has 
been recommended by the 
Zionist general council here 
in a compromise move de- 
signed to forestall objections 
of American Zionists.

JERUSALEM (NJP)—The 
population of Israel is now 
almost at the two million 
mark, it was reported at this 
week’s Zionist General Coun- 
cil meetings here.
